A plan for an apartment complex off High view Rd. brought objec- 
tions from nearby residents and one Antioch trustee. 

The limitations specifying the number of units for the controversial 
plan were eliminated at the first reading of the rczoning ordinance. 
The property is currently owned by School District 34. 

The apartment plan raised the ire of neighbors in the small, single 
access area. Safety concerns topped the list of objections the group 
had regarding the rczoning of the property to multi-family. 

While the neighbors' concerns were noted by the Antioch Village 
Board, the trustees could find no legal objection to the apartment plan. 
Instead, the board felt obligated to ignore the recommendations of the 
planning and zoning board and approve the rczoning. 

One lone trustee, Wayne Forcsta, objected to the plan on record. 

Initially, the plan restricted the amount of units to 43. However, 
Antioch Village {Manner Robert Silhan informed the board the school 
district never agreed to that limitation and the restriction had to be 
removed from the ordinance. 

"The petitioner did not agree to the limitation," said Silhan. "I had 
to remove iL" 

Nevertheless, the amount of units will be limited by other mea- 
sures. "They had agreed, however, to limit the building to two stories," 
Silhan explained. "That may well limit the number of units." 

District 34's rczoning petition was the result of attempt to sell the 
3.G acres of property. After listing the property with brokers/the only 
offer was from a developer wanting to build apartments. 

Street improvements, a tree replacement plan, as well as other 
issues were included in Silhan's comments, which become part of the 
rczoning ordinance. 

"I'm keeping my no," said Trustee Wayne Forcsta when the board 
voted after the reading of the ordinance. The measure was approved 
by a majority of trustees.

Thousands arc expected to rid their homes of 
potentially dangerous materials at the first ever 
Baxter Round Lake Technology Park "Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection Day," 

Baxter, along with the villages of An tioch, Lake Villa, 
Round Lake, Round Lake Beach, Round Lake Park, and 
the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency arc 
sponsoring the event to be held Oct 7 from 8 am. to 3 
p.m. There is no charge to bring in waste materials. 

The program is for people throughout the entire 
county, according to Baxter. 

IEPA employees will pick up materials at the 
William Graham Building on the Baxter site near the 
intersection of Rtc. 120 and Wilson Road. Signs will 
mark the way. 

The IEPA will also determine which chemicals 
can and can't be accepted. Among the welcome 
items arc paint, paint remover, insecticides, weed 
killer, fungicides, aerosol projects, solvents, house- 
hold cleaners, metal polishes, prescriptions, used 



motor oil, antifreeze, old gasoline, pool chemicals, 
drain deancr and others. 

Not acceptable arc fireworks, explosives, 
propane tanks, fire extinguishers, smoke detectors, 
business wastes, farm machinery oil, and agricul- 
tural chemicals. 

Jeff Wynvccn, Baxter safety manager, said the 
state hires a hazardous waste contractor to come in 
and dispose of the chemicals properly. "Some of 
them arc incinerated and some are treated so 
they're not hazardous any longer," Wynvcen said. 

Wynvccn explained the company contacted the 
state about the program in May. Originally the 
Baxter Healthcare Corporation wanted to get 
involved with a hazardous waste pickup held in 
Waukcgan in the spring. They applied but another 
company got to use their site. 

Baxter in Round Lake is happy they arc provid- 
ing the manpower and location for the fall program, 
said Wynvccn. 

Already he has received hundreds of inquiries 
about the project, Wynvccn said.

Iliverboats and gambling arc divisive issue In 
Illinois and Majority Leader Bob Churchill said the 
gambling issue really comes to what Chicago Mayor 
Richard Daley will do. 

The Lake Villa legislator says Democratic support 
is needed in the state senate. He* said Chicago Mayor 
Richard Daley will have to be the standard bearer for 
gambling legislation to move. 

"If the mayor of Chicago wants rivcrboats he will 
have to give the direction," Churchill said. 

Churchill added Senate Democrats haven't sup- 
ported a gambling package without the mayor. 

Churchill has been opposed to casino-style gam- 
bling. Me said the trend appears to be moving in that 
direction. He fears a slippery-slope phenomen 
where gambling gradually moves towards and 
becomes casino gambling. 



"In Rock Island they arc complaining because 
they can't dock the boat They are looking for an 
excuse to dock a boat and then gambling on the 
building next to the dock," Churchill said. 

Republicans arc open to suggestions, but haven't 
announced a formal plan. He said there has been 
talk of transferring licenses from some areas to oth- 
ers. 

"Do they want to move to a place where they can 
make $13 million a month Instead of $1 million a 
month," Churchill said sarcastically. 

Churchill was speaking to members of the Round 
Lake Chamber of Commerce & Industry members. 

He said even Lake County communities chasing 
a license such as Fox lake, North Chicago and 
Waukcgan still would have to wait until the Chicago 
Issue is decided. 

He added there may be discussion of rivcrboats 
during the next legislative session. 



PADS homeless shelters to open Oct. 1 



The CONNECTION/PADS 
(Public Action to Deliver Shelter) 
program is ready on Oct. 1 to 
begin its ninth season serving the 
homeless people of Lake County.

Individuals and fami- 
lies needing a place to spend the 
night arc welcome on a first- 
come basis, limited shuttle bus 
service is provided from

communities." 

One less criminal sexual 
assault was reported in 1994. 
There were two reported. There 
were three robberies in 1994 and 
one aggravated assault/battery. 
Burglary was down to 30 Inci- 
dents in 1994 compared to 36 in 
1993. Thefts in 1994 were down, 
with 3J14 as compared to 399 in 
1993. 

The only significant increase 
was in car theft. A 23.1 percent 
increase was reported in 1994. 
According to Watkins, in all cases 
the cars were returned. The 
crimes were committed by a 
group of juveniles. 

"There was no Indication of a 
professional theft ring," said 
Watkins of the thefts. Instead, 
officers learned, through their 
Involvement with Lake County 
Auto Theft Task Force, the cars 
were being used as transporta- 
tion to Waukcgan. 

Watkins said a similar num- 
ber of cars were taken from 
Waukcgan and left in Antioch. 
"They stole five cars from 
Antioch," said Watkins. "And, 
roughly they stole five from 
Waukcgan. They weren't even 
old enough to drive." 

No damage was done to the 



cars. "They were clean steals 
with no damage and an empty 
gas tank," said Watkins. 

Watkins believes many of 
these thefts can be prevented. 
"Three quarters of the cars we 
have stolen are the result of keys 
left in the Ignition or the visor," 
he said. "These days, it is Imper- 
ative to use the security measure 
available in automobiles. Simply 
keeping the spare key In your 
wallet will help." 

Theft from auto, according to 
Watkins is the biggest problem 
lately. He said young people 
roaming the streets at night 
"looking for open cars" is keeping 
the Antioch Police Department 
busy. 

"They way to prevent this is to 
lock your cars," explains Watkins. 
He said the young people take 
loose diangc and other Items left 
in open cars. 

The crime statistics also indi- 
cated an increase in arson fires. 
"Two of the three arsons wo had 
were cars stolen from other com- 
munities and brought to Antioch 
to be burnt," said Watkins. 

Overall, Watkins seemed 



happy with the revised statistics. 
Earlier reporting methods tend- 
ing to cause confusion, particu- 
larly in the area of burglaries. 

The new reporting standards 
removed theft from auto from the 
burglary category. Burglary is 
now defined, by state officials, as 
breaking into a structure. 

"The guidelines are more 
clear to accurately delineate the 
specific crime," said Watkins. "It 
Is more concise." 

Caution must. be exercised 
when reviewing the crime statis- 
tics, particularly In a small town 
such as Antioch. For example, 
since no murders were reported 
in 1994, If a murder did occur in 
1995, the statistics would show a 
substantial percentage increase. 
That would be despite the fact 
only one murder occurred. 

The Antioch Police 
Department has added an addi- 
tional officer to the force using 
federal grant money. Watkins 
believes the enlarged force will 
help to deter crime. 

"Whenever you have more 
people on the street, It docs 
help," he said.

Hughes said.

of your mind," said McHcnry County Coroner 
Marlcnc Lantz. 

Lantz was one of a group of authonties 
who worked long and hard on the case for 
seven months in 1981 prior to Albancsc's 
arrest. She keeps a pair of handcuffs the con- 
vict wore when he was first placed under 
arrested shortly before Thanksgiving in 1981. 
Just as a reminder.

Albancsc's execution went quickly and 
quietly.

It was kind of like when the vet 
puts your pet down," said Lantz. "Maybe he 
felt some mental anguish, but no (physical) 
pain," she explained. 

Another witness to the exe- 
cution, Ian Johnson, news direc- 
tor of WKRS Radio in Waukegan 
agrees. "I don't feel 1 saw Charles 
Albanese die, I feel I saw Charles 
Albanese go to steep," she said. 

Will County Coroner Pat 
O'Ncil listed Albancsc's death 
strangely as "homicide," the 
same cause listed for his rela- 
tives' demise. Nlc Howell, chief 
public information officer for 
the Illinois Department of 
Corrections said homicide is 
always listed when a prisoner 
has been executed. 

Albancse's wishes were to 
have his body cremated and his 
ashes scattered about the 
Colorado Mountains. According 
to his Attorney Roger Wcbi>cr, 
Albanese told Father Hayes, a 
priest who visited him often at 
the Menard Correctional Center 
that he wished to have his ashes 
taken to Hayes' parish cemetery,

After coming in contact with the youngest 
daughter of his first marriage who resides in 
Colorado, Albanese made arrangements to 
have his ashes given to the daughter who in 
turn will scatter them about the Rocky 
Mountains.

Schmidt warns Forest Preserve 
against politics in Graham offer

In the interest of preserving open space, die 
Uikc County Forest Preserve District has had 29 
acres virtually dumped in its tap. 

Some on the district hoard may question if they 
will take advantage of the offer to buy the Graham 
Pumpkin l : arm but to lake County Board Member 
Suzl Schmidt, at least one thing is clear. 

"Wc should look at a piece of land on its own 
merit and not mukc it a political process. Hither it is 
a piece of land we want to buy or it isn't," said 
Schmid t, who is the chairwoman of land acquisition 
for the Forest Preserve. 

The farm In question is owned by former Lake 
County Board member PX "Mike" Graham, who 
left the forest Preserve board In 1990. Graham cut a 
swath in Lake County politics with his open space 
inclinations coupled with his propensity to alienate 
pro-development politicians. 

"I did not always agree with what he did, but he 
is the reason why wc have open space in Lake 
County," Schmidt said. 

Schmidt believes the Forest Preserve District 
should not consider politics when considering a 



deal that could meet their goals of preserving open 
space and cost the Like County taxpayers as little as 
possible. 

The deal as Graham presented It to the board 
involves a 29-acrc family farm near the Intersection 
of O'lMalnc and Bclvldcre roads in Warren 
Township. Graham has offered to sell the property, 
which Includes 14 wooded acres, to the forest pre- 
serve for $40,000 per acre. The amount is consider- 
ably less than the $100,000 Graham says his neigh- 
bors arc asking for their property. 

To accommodate the low figure, Graham said he 
will assume a $5(1,000 loss on his one-ninth share of 
the property. 

Graham challenged the board members who 
might be inclined to vote against the offer, saying 
they would be responsible for explaining to their 
constituents the rejection of such a good deal. 

Schmidt said the Forest Preserve board will ask 
its staff to look over the possibility of seeing if the 
property is something that actually meets the needs 
of the Forest Preserve. That process could take 
weeks or months. In the mean time, Graham indi- 
cated developers have also expressed an interest in 
the property.

But it looks a lot like 
Colorado. 

The convicted murderer, exe- 
cuted by lethal Injection painted 
a number of landscapes, and he 
often made sculptures out of 
soap— some of them large. One 
of them is a bald eagle with an 1 fl- 
inch wingspan. Another Is an ele- 
phant finished in "antique gold." 

He had lots of time on his 
hands. Albanese was Incarcerat- 
ed Nov. lfl, 1901 and was convict- 
ed May lfl, 19(12 for killing three 
family members with arsenic poi- 
soning. After his conviction he 
was sent to the Menard Multiple 
Correction Facility in downstatc 
Chester where he lived for 13 
years before his death. 

The educated former 
McHcnry businessman said he 
did a lot of reading. And worked 
a lot to learn about legal issues, 
sometimes for himself, some- 
times to help other inmates. 

He wrote poetry. 

Occasionally fellow prisoners 
would ask him to help them write whatever he could get here and 
love notes to their sweethearts, there for cadi oil painting. He 
He said he'd always oblige. said he used the money to buy 

He minded his own business things like blue Jeans, cigarettes, 
and was accepted as a good guy and food he couldn't get rcgular- 
in the prison. "Charlie is one of ly like ice cream and pizza, 
the most likable guys on death 
row," Menard Superintendent 
tarry Hopkins said prior to 
Albanesc's death. 

He was friendly and flirtatous. 
He was also fascist and sarcastic 
about prison and his "unfair" 



He was cold. "The biggest 
thing that hurts you here is your 
emotions," he said. 

When he couldn't go out to 
"rec" In the cemented yard for 
basketball and walking, he'd 
sometimes play cards. 

His pinochle partner for ten 
years was mass murderer lohn 
Wayne Gacy, Gacy's cell was just 
around the corner from 
Albancsc's. When speaking 
about him, Albanese often 
referred to him as a "she." 

He said Gacy wasn't his 
friend, only someone to play 
cards with and talk to. Gacy was 
known to the inmates on death 
row simply as "j.W." 

His artwork wasn't too shab- 
by. He said he perfected it after 
being taught how to paint by 
using mirrors from a fellow 
Inmate. His African -American 
neighbor In a cell a few down 
from his, was an artist 

Hie artist told Albanese his 
brush strokes were wrong, and 
taught him the correct way by 
having him study the artists work 
in a looking glass held outside the 
bars. 

He sold his work often, most- 
ly to art collectors. Fifty bucks or 



When he died, his Attorney 
Roger Webber said Albanese had 
between S100 and $200 in his 
commissary. The money would 
be sent to an unnamed woman 
who if given the chance, probably 
would have had In a meaningful

Maternity stay bill sponsor lauds hospital policies 



State Representative Lauren Beth Gash (D- Highland Park) commends 
those area hospitals which arc providing the level of service for new moth- 
ers, even at their own expense. Gash is the chief sponsor of a bill filed this 
past luly which would require insurance companies to cover maternity 
care (in hospital or at home) for 48 hours after a normal delivery or 96 
hours after a Cacsarcan section. 

In response to the insurance industry's move toward shorter hospital 
maternity stays, hospitals including Inkc Forest Hospital in Lake Forest, 
St Joseph's Medical Center in Jolict, and Northwest Community Hospital 
in Arlington Heights have Ixgun programs offering care at levels recom- 
mended by medical associations nationwide — even though insurance 
companies refuse to pay for it 

Gash points out that her bill, which has bipartisan co-sponsorship, is 
necessary to enable all hospitals to meet medical standards. 

Illinois insurance companies generally expect maternity patients to be 
discharged 24 hours after giving birth if a delivery has been uncomplicat- 
ed (48 hours for a Cacsarcan delivery). 

In fact, many insurance companies arc planning to reduce even fur- 
ther — to 12 or even six hours after delivery — the maternity stays in 
uncomplicated deliveries. The American Academy of Pediatricians, the 
American College of Obstetricians and Gynecologists, and the 
American Medical Association strongly advocate 48 hours of postpar- 



tum care for uncomplicated deliveries. 

"Medical research has shown that early discharge from the hospital 
increases the risk that mothers and infants will develop significant hcaldi 
problems which may go undetected," stated Gash, who has done signifi- 
cant research on women and childbirth. "In the end, the costs to insurance 
providers will be even greater if additional medical services arc needed for 
these individuals should undetected problems become worse." 

Among the health problems Gash mentions arc jaundice and 
phenylketonuria (PKU) in ncwlxims, cadi a potential cause of severe 
mental retardation if not treated early, and infant malnourishment due to 
improper breast feeding. 

Particularly for first-time mothers, medical cx|)crts consider 24 hours 
inadequate to receive support and education an breast feeding and other 
infant care issues. Mothers, as well, face health problems Immediately 
after birth such as hemorrhaging and postpartum depression. 
Psychiatrists have commented that a trend toward so-called •drive- 
through deliveries" will have a detrimental effect on the mothers' short 
and long-term well-being. 

Gash has received letters from moms who experienced problems upon 
leaving the hospital following a shortened stay — one from a woman 
whose child died after coming home. The mother believes that tills policy 
could have made the difference in her child's life. 
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Shaping health reform is delicate operation 



Finally, there seems to be general 
agreement among lawmakers of 
botii political parties and the presi- 
dent about the approach to health 
care reform in 1995. Tlie shape of 
that reform, however, remains 
uncertain and there arc many pit- 
falls ah end. 

The attempt last year to make 
sweeping, fundamental changes In 
the nation's hcaldi care system did- 
n't work. Despite, or perhaps 
because of, a 500-mcmI>cr task force 
and a I ;UK)-page hill, the top-to-lx>t- 
tom approach to health care reform 
failed. Now, most everyone in 
Washington realizes that fixing 
what's broken and leaving in place 
what works is the best way to 
Improve the health care system. It's 
called an incremental approach to 
reform. 

'Hie health care reform effort has 
already begun with proposals to 
increase the health insurance 
deductions for the self-employed, 
reduce the negative effects of sky- 
high malpractice insurance premi- 
ums for doctors and increase the 
insurance purchasing leverage for 
smaller companies. 

While these arc positive steps, 
dicrc is a danger tliat the Congress 
could be tempted to go too far and 
actually make tilings worse for some 
American families. Specifically, in

there is the potential of making indi- 
vidual health Insurance policies 
more expensive. 

Currently, many workers face 
something called job-lock, which is 
basically the fear of not qualifying for 
health insurance coverage with a 
new employer because of a pre- 
existing mcdiail condition. As a 
result, these workers remain locked 
in their current jobs. 'Ihcrc arc pro- 
posals in Washington to solve die 
problem. One plan would eliminate 
pre-existing condition waiting peri- 
ods for a newly hired employee, if 
the worker was previously covered 
under a group hcaldi plan and has 
satisfied any waiting periods in that 
plan. Tliis is called group-to-group 
portability and It would benefit 
some 137 million Americans. 

Since most of these group plans 
fall under the jurisdiction of the 1974 
Employee Retirement Income 



Security Act (ERISA) it Is die proper 
role of the federal government to set 
portability standards. 'Ihcrc Is, how- 
ever, another proposal which would 
force insurance companies to sell 
individual coverage to people who 
lose their group coverage. Many 
hcaldi policy experts predict prolv 
IciIlS If the federal government 
attempts to Impose regulations In 
the individual Insurance market 
which has traditionally been regu- 
lated by the states. 

Individuals often purchase 
hcaldi Insurance policies when they 
expect their medical expenses to 
equal or exceed die annual premi- 
um. On the odKr hand, many young 
and hcaldiy individuals who are not 
covered by employer-sponsored 
group policies often forgo coverage 
In order to save money. If all Insurers 
arc forced to Issue policies to every- 
one who loses group coverage, simi- 



lar selection patterns would develop 
on a much larger scale. 

It appears to many oliscrvcrs die 
letter approach to die problem of 
group-to-individual coverage Is to 
allow die states to solve it. I he states 
have die regulatory apparatus In 
place and 39 states, including 
Illinois, have already taken steps 
toward solving die problem. 

'Hie prospect of losing health 
insurance coverage can l>c frighten- 
ing to many Americans and them is 
no doubt tliat action must Ikj taken 
to case lids fear. It is, however, aeon- 
ceni to many people in state govern- 
ment and die hcaldi Insurance 
Industry that die Congress could 
attempt to do too modi, and In die 
process make tlic situation worse.

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Illinois must leave doctors out of the death house 



"First, do no harm." 

This simple command, the most 
familiar part of die Hlppocratlc 
Oaih, forms the ethical underpin- 
ning of the entire profession of 
medicine. It dedicates physicians to 
preserving life when there is hope 
of doing so. 

On this foundation rests the 
trust and confidence of our 
patients. When tficy seek a doctor's 
care, they do so with the proper 
expectation Uiat we will "first, do no 
harm," and dial everything we do 
will he done to case their suffering 
and improve their health. 

The Illinois State Medical 
Society believes every patient, from 
the innocent newborn to the death- 
row convict, should be able to 
expect their doctor will "first, do no 
harm." If our profession fails any 
patiept in this expectation, then it 
fails every one. 

The state of Illinois, however, 
has established legal conditions 
under which a doctor could betray 
this essential trust and violate the 
ethical code established by his or 
her professional peers — and then 
be paid for It in cask 



This year, the Illinois legislature 
enacted a law prohibiting the 
state's Medical Disciplinary Board 
from taking action against a physi- 
cian who violates his code of ethics 
by taking part in an execution, 
lawmakers said this, and the exist- 
ing law requiring a physician to 
pronounce death of an executed 
inmate, arc necessary to avert legal 
challenges to the state's death 
penalty. 

In practice, this means the 
Department of Corrections will hire 
doctors who, after the lethal Injec- 
tions have been given at executions 
like die four scheduled this 
autumn, will declare the inmates 
actually dead. 

Of course, if a "mistake" is made 
in an injection and the inmate Is 
not In fact dead, the physician 
would have to declare that, too. 
Then, presumably, the inmate 
would be given another Injection. 
The doctor's action, therefore, 
would lead directly to the patient's 
death Tills is an unnecessary as it is 
wrong. Many others, such as local 
coroners, can declare death.

How to treat a person in seizure 

Although a generalized tonlc-donlc (grand mal) seizure is frightening 
to watch, it is rarely dangerous to the person who is having the seizure. 
There arc, however, first aid guidelines to follow when treating a person 
who is having a tonic-clonic seizure. 

•Stay calm. 

• Protect die person from sharp or hard objects. 

• Loosen all tight clothing and remove any glasses or tight neck chains. 

• Place something soft, like a folded jacket, under the head. 

• Roll die person on his/her side to keep die airway dear. 

• Do not hold the person down — you may cause a bone dislocation. 

• Do not put anything in the person's mouth. The tongue cannot be 
swallowed during a seizure. 

• After die seizure is over, reassure die person, but do not try to 
restrain. Try to keep him/her In a safe environment and stay with 
him/her until s/hc is alert and oriented. 

• ir this Is die person's first tonlc-donlc seizure, should ihe seizure last 
longer than five to 10 minutes, or multiple seizures occur, immediate 
medical attention is necessary. 

There arc several other types of epileptic seizures and die chance for 
Injury in each Is very small. There arc no specific first aid guidelines for 
these seizures, but the Important factors to remember arc to keep the per- 
son safe from harm and provide reassurance and support when the 

seizure is over. . .

dilemmas) wrought by modem 
technology. 

Laws facilitating physician par- 
ticipation In executions must be 
repealed. The Medical Disciplinary 
Board must be allowed to sanction 
a doctor who has violated his pro- 
fessional code of ethics. Our 
patients must be confident that 
their doctors arc living up to die 
professional oath 

"first, do no harm." 

A physician who wavers In his 
commitment to honor this simple 
command squanders the trust 
that forms the core of his relation- 
ship with his patients.

Here's an old Idea with a new twist 
that may make death and death taxes 
a littto easier to handle. 

Estate planning would be easy If 
cfients would gtve away their assets but 
retain the Income from them. But. the 
IRS makes sure that transfers of proper- 
ty are complete, no partial. 

if a client retains an income Interest, 
the asset b not removed from the estate. 
The problem, obviousry, b that most peo- 
ple cannot afford to give away large 
percentages of their estates. 

There b a way, howevec to convert 
Income-producing assets so they wrt 
continue to provide Income but wfll be 
removed from the estate at death. Thb 
b the net effect of purchasing an 
Immodlato annuity payable only for 
the Joint lives of the client and the 
dent's spouse. 

The annuity will pay an Income 
stream to the clients during their life- 
time, but, because the annuity b 
oxhousted at the death of the second 



annuitant, there is nothing Included In 
the estate. 

Sounds good, but what about the 
next generation? If mom and dad liqui- 
date their assets and use the proceeds 
to purchase annuities, there will be 
nothing left for the chfldren and grand- 
children. 

The assets used to purchase the 
annuity con be replaced with a sur- 
vivorship whole life policy purchased 
and owned by the children or by an 
Irrevocable trust on the lives of the par- 
ents since neither of them holds any 
ownership Interest In the policy. 

Thb combination of products can 
save estate taxes and increase the 
Income available to the parents. It can 
abo protect the children's Inheritance 
from the claims of creditors and long- 
term care costs.

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Medical expenses may add up to a tax deduction 



It may be In your best financial Inter- 
est to take care of medical problems 
and major health-care expenses 
before the end of the year. According 
to the Illinois CPA Society, medical 
expenses are deductible to the extent 
that they exceed 7.5 percent of your 
adjusted gross Income. If you're close 
to this threshold accelerating medical 
payments into 1995 may enable you to 
write off a portion of your medical bills. 

A wide range of expenses are tax- 
deductfble. Congress has classified 
them Into four categories: 

1 . Costs associated with the preven- 
tion, diagnosis, or alleviation of physical 
or mental defects or Illness; 

2. Amounts paid for treatment 
affecting any structure or function of 
the body; 

3. Transportation primarily for and 
essential to medical care; and 

4. Accident and health Insurance 
premiums. 

Here's a basic explanation of these 
categories: 

Medical and hospital services- 
Deductible medical expenses Include 
fees paid to family physicians, dentists, 
eye doctors, chiropractors, podiatrists, 
osteopaths, psychologists, nurses, ther- 
apists, and other recognized practition- 
ers. You can also deduct most hospital 
fees. Remember, too, you can only 
deduct that portion of your expense 
not covered by medical Insurance. 

Nursing homes— Generally, you may 
deduct the cost of nursing home care 



as long as the facility Is providing you or 
your dependent with medical care. 
However, the tax law Is strict in this area, 
if a physician did not recommend the 
nursing care or If you are not receiving 
any treatment for a medical problem, 
your expenses may not qualify for a 
deduction. 

Equipment and programs for mental 
and physical problems— You may also 
deduct the costs of a seeing eye dog. 
false teeth, hearing aids, artificial limbs, 
and other Items necessary to overcome 
a physical Impairment. Fees paid for 
special training programs or schools, 
such as those for a learning disabled or 
handicapped child, are also generally 
tax-deductible if the main reason for 
using the school Is to alleviate the dis- 
ability. 

Transportation for medical care— 
The costs for traveling to doctors' 
offices, hospitals, and special schools 
are also deductible. If you drive, you 
may deduct your actual costs or the 
standard rate of 9 cents a mile, plus 
parking and toils. You can also deduct 
cab, bus and even plane fare to med- 
ical facilities. 

Medicine and drugs— You cannot 
deduct the cost of over-the-counter 
medicines, such as aspirin or antacids. 
Only the costs of prescription drugs and 
Insulin are deductible. 

Home Improvements— Home 

Improvements made for medical rea- 
sons are among the mos1 costly of all 
medical expenses, yet they are fre- 



quently overlooked. Qualified expenses 
may Include building a swimming pool, 
adding a special walkway to your 
home, or remodeling a bathroom— pro- 
vided these Improvements are necessi- 
tated by a medical condition and pre- 
scribed by a doctor. If the Improvement 
Increases the value of your home, you 
must subtract that Increase from Ihe 
cost of Ihe Improvement to arrive at the 
deductible amount. If the value of the 
property has not been Increased, the 
entire cost of the capital expenditure 
will be a deductible medical expense. 
Whose expenses can you deduct? 

You may deduct the medical 
expenses paid on behalf of your spouse 
and any dependent or any Individual 
who would qualify as your dependent.

During the Fourth World Conference on Women held In 
Beijing, delegates were faced with many differing viewpoints 
and agendas. Many came away with a new appreciation of 
the priorities that concern a great many women from other 
parts of the world. 

In the United States, viewers sat before televisions watch- 
ing the women of China shy away from reporters as the 
movers and shakers of various women's advocate groups 
extolled the virtue and wisdom of their views and beliefs. The 
people of Ijakc County have a unique opportunity to hear 
firsthand tl»c reactions and thoughts of two who were there. 
Representatives of the National Institute of Womanhood 
Included Dr. Titi Chen, the academic dean of Chicago's 
Lexington College, and Sheila Diamond, a clinical specialist 
In pediatrics at thcShriners' Hospital. 

The conference delegates from the NIW also included 
Kathleen Salvl who takes particular joy in her various roles as 



a mother, an attorney, and the wife of Rep. Al SarvL She and 
Rep. Salvt have organized a buffet dinner to benefit the insti- 
tute and provide guests with an insight Into The Beijing 
Conference —What Really Happened" The benefit is sched- 
uled for Oct 8 at the Ivanhoe Country Club. 

The NIW was founded In 1990 with a mission 'to affirm, 
promote and defend authentic womanhood." In the past five 
years, said Salvi, they have made themselves heard at United 
Nations conferences. What is heard most loudly at the con- 
ferences, she said, is "the prevailing feminist viewpoint This 
group of women is not the voice of mainstream American 
women." 

The NIW looks at women holisticaliy, and Integrates the 
intellectual, relational and physical well-being 

"There has to be an inter-relation of those tiucc things," 
Salvi explained. 

During the gathering at the Ivanhoe Club, Salvi said, Chen 
and Diamond will explain the significance of what happened 
in Beijing and what women may expect in the future. 



"We can find out how we can become involved in an effort 
that will truly promote the good of society,** said Salvi.

Two Mundelein sisters fight genetic disorder

P.vcry parent's nightmare has come true for Michael 
and Russcllc Rankin of Mundelein, 

A link: over a year and a half ago, they found out that 8- 
ycar-old daughter, taurcn, had I wen diagnosed with a rare 
genetic disorder that was destroying cells in her eyes and 
brain, and would eventually kill her. 

Two months later, die Rankins (earned tlwt their 6- 
ycar-old daughter, Hannah, had die same disorder, which 
is commonly colled Batten disease, juvenile neuronal 
ceroid lipofuscinosis UNCI J. 

J NCI, will cause blindness, sevens seizures, dementia, 
loss of motor function, loss of musdc mass and evcnniolry 
die disorder will lead to death. 

Victims of the disease and their families haven been 
given new hope by the discovery of the defective gene that 
causes die disorder. A research team at Massachusetts 
General I lospital has isolated the gene, and brought the 
medical world one step closer to a cure. Dr. Terry Lcmcr, 
head of die research team, was able to pass on die good 
news to RusscIJc Rankin before die official 
announcement last week. 

At diis time the girls arc both partially 
blind and can only sec fragments of objects, 
as If tiicy were looking through holes In an 
opaque screen. 

Despite the two girls' disadvantage of 
sight, dicy keep up wtdi their friends and 
classmates at Fremont School in Mundelein. 
"The girls know they arc losing their 
vision and that they will eventually be blind, 
but dicy do not know that they arc dying," 
Michael said. "They arc only 6 and 8 years 
old; dicy would not be able to handle that 
type of news." 

Michael and Russcllc hope they will 
never have to tdl their two children that they 

arc dying 

"We've got a very short time to find the 
cure for Lauren and Hannah," said Michael 
"But, when we help our children, we are 
helping other children with this disease," 

Ihe Rankins set out to find a way to hdp 
die research on this devastating disease and 
found six labs around the worid that have 
been doing genetic research on JNCL, after 
the doctors told them there was nothing that 
could be done for their childrca 

JNCL affects 1 to 2 in 100,000 children. 
The disease occurs when each parent passes 
on a recessive gene for the disorder, adding a 
16th chromosome, where die defective gene 
diat causes the disease Is located With d*j 
discovery of the gene, doctors will now be 
able to test suspected carriers and diagnose 
die disorder more quickly 



their children by finding the cure to the deadly disease. 

"Every moment we spend with Lauren and Hannah is 
precious to us," Russcllc said. "Everything we do with 
them Is cherished" 

The JNCL Research Fund, a not-for-profit fund-raising, 
organization, was started in hopes to bring in funds for the 
research of the disease and find a cure before h to too late. 

Lost year the Rankins and another family with a child 
afflicted with 1NCL pooled $60,000 of their money to fund 
JNCL research at the Massachusetts General Hospital

Although his films have 
always been a cut above the aver- 
age. Spike Lee has stopped him- 
self from striking anywhere near 
his real directorial potential 
because of his refusal to recog- 
nize that the spectrum of life has 
other important colors in it 
besides black. 

He's often let being a minori- 
ty activist narrow his judgment, 
ergo his camera lens. 

Lee has hit new film-making 
heights with his latest, and best 
effort yet, "dockers," the story of 
a 19-year-old, African-American 
crack dealer. 

For the first time, Lee delves 
into the reasons why his charac- 
ters do the dastardly things they 
do, instead of automatically trying 
to convince the audience that it's 
all the result of black suppression. 
This allows for surprising twists 
and turns throughout the picture, 
keeping the interest level up.

HAWTHORN CENTER 
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Simple tips to help roses breeze through winter 



It's truo that roses are among the 
hardiest Inhabitants of your garden and 
patio planters. But, In cold winter 
regions, they still need protection from 
alternating freezes and thaws that can 
damage or weaken vulnerable plants. 

Your first task Is to cfccourage new 
growth and blooming after Ihe flush of fall 
flowering, according to experts at All- 
America Rose Selections Inc. (AARS), an 
association of garden rose growers and 
Introducers. Hybrid teas, floribundas, 
grandlfloras, miniatures, climbers and 
shrub roses are al ike children at bed- 
time—they resist settling down for their 
long winter's nap. The reluctance of roses 
to go dormant exposes new growth to 
drying winter winds, sudden freezes and 
possibly sub-zero temperatures. 

Don't stimulate a new growth spurt 
by pruning and feeding as the time for 
dormancy approaches. However, keep 
watering throughout autumn when the 
bushes are especially thirsty for moisture 



to get ready for the dry winter season. 

Incidentally, autumn Is not the right 
time to transplant rose bushes to a new 
location unless absolutely necessary 
(such as, heaven forbid, the power or 
phone company needs to dig a trench 
through your rosebed). The best time to 
transplant Is early spring before Ihe 
plants break dormancy and Just begin 
to bud. If you must transplant during 
summer or fall, leave at least a 15-Inch 
soil ball around the roots. Improve the 
soil at the new site wtth peat or com- 
post If needed, mound soil around the 
crown and water well, the same as you 
would with a' new rose plant you 
brought home from the garden center. 

If you live In an area where the mer- 
cury falls below freezing and stays there 
for quite awhile, then your roses need 
winter covering. This should be done 
when the ground freezes solid, which 
generally means after several nights of 
temperatures In the neighborhood of

Although some rosarlans recom- 
mend an Insulating cover of leaf mulch 
or bark, the consensus of the pros at 
AARS Is to mound black dirt around the 
base of each rose bush to a depth of 
about 12 Inches. It's better not to use 
soli surrounding the plant for this pur- 
pose, because Ihb risks accidentally 
exposing the rose's roofs, fringing In 
fresh organic soil also adds topdresslng 
for the following spring. 

Potted roses can be given either 
Indoor or outdoor protection over win- 
ter, according to the exports. One 
method Is to bring them Into an unheal- 
ed building, such as a garage or shed. 
To protect against temperature 
changes, the potted plants can be 
placed In open cardboard boxes or 
other containers and covered with Insu- 
lation, such as straw, shredded news- 
paper or styrofoam packing material. 

The outdoor method Is to dig a hole 



large enough to bury the plant up to the 
top of the pot. Crowns of the potted 
roses then are mounded wtlh dirt the 
same as garden roses. Some gardeners 
prefer this method because they beOevo 
roses benefit from exposure to sunflght 
even during their dormant period. 

The best assurance that your rose 
plants will survive Ihe rigors of winter is in 
the selection. Not all roses are created 
equal, AARS warns. Somo can survive 
with little outside help and others are 
real wimps. 

Hardiness Is one of Ihe main critoria 
that AARS Judges use In evaluating new 
rose varieties. And since AARS test gar- 
dens span the country, AARS winners 
have proven themselves In the tough- 
est climates. The AARS seal of approval 
on a rose bush not only Indicates many 
seasons of beautiful flowers— II also 
shows (hat Ihe rose has been bred for 
hardiness and growing success In gar- 
dens like yours.

Recently we were hired to design 
InstalJ a landscape that would took 
feel like a forest as our customer 
>ked out their kitchen and dining 
of the home. The owners were 
fled by the mess the building com- 
ny left by smashing their heavy eqUlp- 
nt up against mature trees, changing 
existing grade and compacting the 
jrrounding soils by grading with heavy 
bulldozers. The Oaks. Hickory and Green 
ksh that existed on the property, along 
Lith the White Pines, had an overhead 
fcanopy that started at 50 feet and hlgh- 
br. We needed eye level as well as 
Wound level plant Interest to create an 
[understory effect seen In forests. 

Our first task was to heavily core-aer- 
ale the ground where compaction 
ousted. We then added torpedo sand 
into the holes left by the coring as we 
top-dressed the area. We also removed 
over 50 cubic yards of topsoll and clay 



that was used on the forest floor. This son 
had changed the grade In certain 
areas over 18 inches deep and would 
surely cause stow suffocation to the 
large, existing trees. Much of this soil was 
In the drlpllnes of large Oaks, Hickorys 
and Green Ash on the property. 

This preparation work was vital to 
perform to ensure that the existing trees 
would remain healthy. The grade 
changes had only been done 30 days 
prior to us performing the work, so time 
was stlfl on our side. This prep work real- 
ly would not have had to be done If 
people were more sensitive and more 
educated on how to protect trees dur- 
ing the buBdlng process. 

Once we finished this work, we 
brought In smaller calipered trees (one- 
and-a-half to two Inches) like Green 
Ash. Hickory. Black Walnut, Red, White 
and Chinkapin Oaks to match the exist- 
ing tTees. Since nature knows no spac-

Early winter damages Lake County soybean harvest

Jack Frost's unwelcome early visit this 
year could be disastrous to some of the 
crops In Lake County. Forsoybcan farmers 
in central and western Lake County, it is 
already too late. 

"There arc a lot of acres of soybeans 
that could stand a minimum of two more 
weeks before a frost," said Dick Raftis, 
director of the Lake County Farm Bureau. 

Fremont Township Supervisor Pete 
Tckampc, who farms 1,000 acres in the 
heart of the county, estimates he lost nearly 
40 percent of his bean crop to a freeze. It will 
take another 10 days or so before he can 
actually assess the damage but the leaves on 
his damaged beans have turned black and 
fallen to the ground. Ironically, another 
frost is not in the short term forecast 

"We could have a month of good

acres of com. The soil was dry for a full 
month when beans were planted whereas 
the com, which was planted earlier, had 
already taken root When the rains finally 
came this summer, the corn prospered 
while the beans were already stunted. 

Tckampc estimates 10 percent of his 
corn was also damaged by the early frost, 
which does not typically arrive until the 
middle of October. 

An early frost before the soybeans 
mature is a serious blow to the Lake 
County farm economy. Raftis explained if 
beans are frozen before maturity, they 
shrivel and are not capable of producing 
their full amount of soybean oiL A soy- 




e field. 

The com crop promises to be bountiful 
in spite of the frost but it docs face a dif- 
ferent enemy. Raftis said there were an 
Inordinate amount of com borers report- 
ed in the state this year. A corn borer is a 
small, worm-like parasite that boroughs 
into the stalk, eventually eating entirely 
through it if given the time. If it rains too 
much during harvest and prevents the 
farmers from picking the corn due to 
muddy conditions, the com stalks could 
end up on the ground. 

For the crops that remain, there Is 
actually good news on the horizon. The 
prices on grain arc up in a market that has

Mike Sipari is not afraid to be 
caught in even the most scary 
places in the middle of the night 
while on security detail. Instead 
of a weapon at his side, he has a 
lovable pet that can be trans- 
formed into a snarling beast at his 
single command. 

Sipari Is the owner of 
Frontline K-9 Security Service, a 
Round Lake Beach company 
whose motto 1% "Serving "where 
others fear to serve." 

Tho company specializes in 
providing security to outdoor 
businesses, executive parks, pri- 
vate residences and troubled 
neighborhoods with the use of a 
handler and specially trained 
dogs. The formula works. 

Barbara Gordon, who private- 
ly operates the Lake County 
Community Action Project 
through the benefit of federal 
grants, hired Slpari's company to 
come in for two months and 
clean up the worst neighborhood 
In North Chicago.

The handler then calls 
the police to make the arrest To 
date, Sipari says most people 
have shown a healthy respect for 
his brand of security. 

"One guy was still 150 feel 



away trying to get into a car. I 
told him if he moved 1 would let 
the dog loose. He got down on 
his knees tike I told him to," 
Sipari said. 

Sipari got started in the secu- 
rity business after a law enforce- 
ment career which included han- 
dling dogs. Over time, the num- 
ber of dogs in his house grew, lie

Vehicle sales expected to rebound through year-end 



Sales of autos and light trucks have risen 
sharply in recent weeks and will remain 
strong through December, said Diane Swank, 
Deputy Chief Economist of The First National 
Bank of Chicago. 

Vehicle sales in August were already well 
above the levels expected for the rest of the 
year — with domestic sales hitting their high- 
est seasonally adjusted rate in six years — 
Swonk said in the monthly First Forecasts 
newsletter. 

"Some of tfiosc gains will be carried into 
the fourth quarter," she said. Gains In vehicle 
sales and equipment production, as well as 
appl lance and furniture purchases sparked by 
a mini housing boom are projected to propel 
the Great l.akcs economy to five percent 
growth In the fourth quarter, as measured by 



the First Chicago Great Lakes Index, Swonk 
said. 

- The Great Lakes Index, designed by First 
Chicago, measures the total output of goods 
and services within the five- state region of 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, and 
Wisconsin. Of course, the auto industry is a 
crucial part of the Great Lakes economy. 

"We have been skeptical about an auto 
sales rebound for most of the year," Swonk 
said. "Now, however, a number of develop- 
ments give us reason for optimism." 

The developments include: 

• Consumers seem willing to spend after 
finally paying down of the debt they accumu- 
lated in the spending surge of the Christmas 
season in 1994; 

• Consumer incomes and automaker 



incentives have accelerated; 

• Car-buying attitudes have improved; and 

• The mini-boom in the housing market is 
nearly played out, so consumers arc turning 
their attention to other purchases. "Big-ticket 
spenders will be looking more at light vehicles 
than housing in the fourth quarter," Swonk 
said. 

Swonk also said that fleet sales arc on the 
rise, after the Big 3 automakers — General 
Motors, Ford, and Chrysler — curbed sales to 
rental car companies in an effort to improve 
their profit margins. 

"Ihc mileage on rental cars starting to get 
a bit high, and both sides were finally willing 
to deal," Swonk said. "Last month, General 
Motors said fleet sales would be stronger for 
the rest of the year."

not seen significant change In 20 years. Raftls says the reason for the 

upturn is what the rest of our capitalist system Is based on — supply and 

demand. 

"Consumption has exceeded production the last couple of years," 
Raftls confirmed. 

In years past, grain production has been so heavy it has actually 
been left over for more than a year, Not true any more. Raftls said 
carry over for corn and soybeans is now the lowest It has ever been. 
Also, this year's crop is expected to be down 20 percent from 1994's

Finding a buyer to buy your home used to 
be the challenge when marketing a home to sell.

The challenge for you as a homeowner is to keep the property 
priced realistically. We all like to compare how our property had 
Improvements and advantages over a similar home in the neighbor- 
hood, but an appraiser will be making an objective report based on the 
past "current" activity in the area, usually only going back about six 
months of the past market You may know some inside scoop on why 
the neighbor sold low, etc, but this information will not be reflected in 
the comparabics that the appraiser will be looking at The numbers 
will tcil the story, and it's as simple as thatl 

Tangible Improvements, like preferred location, oversized or dou- 
ble lots, will affect the sale more than great wallpaper and a ceiling fan 
or two. 

The rider will usually coordinate with the other contingencies like 
home Inspection and attorney approval and fall within the same time 
allotment, so as the seller, you are not waiting usually longer than 10 
days. In many cases, the home will continue to show to prospective 
"buyers until the contingencies have been met; thus minimizing lost 
time on the market 

Be optimistic about your pricing If It is based In solid fact, hut 
remember that the market will ultimately dictate the value.

A company su fieri (he addition- 
al pressures in the absence of iu employees Your* came without 
warning and a voicemail message staling you needed the time off. ll 
most likely occurred to your employer thai while thu time your heart 
may have been In the right place, your previous (rack record ft* 
reporting to work was not.

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NFL official reflects on 18 years as pro referee

Less than 48 hours after being 
involved In a controversial call 
with New York Giants coach Dan 
Reeves during this year's first 
Monday Night Football game with 
the Dallas Cowboys, NFL referee 
Paul Baetz was in Lake County 
talking foot ball. 

Millions watched as Bactz 
went toc-to-toe with Reeves over 
an interference call, but about 50 
listened appreciatively as Bactz 
took a time-out to speak at a power 
breakfast at Midland Country Club 
sponsored by the Lake County 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Following the footsteps of his 
father, Bactz worked his way up 
from refcrccing varsity high school 
football games to refcrccing the 
famed Pcnn State vs. Pitt college 
game in 1977 in which Tony 
Dorsctt played his last collegiate 
game to refcrccing the St Louis 
Cardinals and Chicago Bears in his 
first NFL game in 1978. 

For tlic past If! years, he has 
thrown the dubious yellow flag 
games in more than 300 NFL 
games. He refcrced the first NFL 
game in Europe in which the Bears 
played the Minnesota Vikings. I Ic 
refcrced the largest ever attended 
football game in Mexico City, 
where more than 125,000 fans paid 
tickets to watch America's version 
of football. And he reffed two 
Super Bowls. 

"You've got to set goals just like 
in business," Bactz told lake 
County business leaders. "You 



gain experience. You work very

• After five years of coaching col- 
legiate football, Bactz got the call 
to interview to be one of 112 refer- 
ees in the NFL Bactz passed 
extensive FBI, financial and psy- 
chological tests.

who needs that money. They want 
to make sure you're perfectly 
dean," Bactz said.

Bactz quipped 

Bactz works as a backficld 
judge and watches the wide 
receivers and defensive backs. He 
works with the same seven-man 
crew week after week for approxi- 
mately $2,300 a game. 

For referees, he said their sea- 
son begins In March when they 
begin studying die new rules. They 
also spend a week in various foot- 
ball training camps to get to know 
new players and coaches.

Over the last 18 years, he said 
he has noticed three significant 
changes. First and foremost, he 
said, the impact of the black ath- 
lete such as Dcion Sanders, 
Emmett Smith and Jerry Rice has 
significantly improved the intensi- 
ty and competitiveness of the 
game.
